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com of Urael? fays fhe; ze. Will you fuffer a 
Whig to difpute your Prerogative ? Then fhe con- 
triv’d the Maflacre of MNaborh, by making u'e of 
the King’s Seal, as *twas alledg’d fomebody elfe 
did te the Poptth Cut-throats in /reland within the 
Memory of Mau: Then fhe fet up fuch Evidence 
agaiuit Naboth asthe Dens’s and ALacnamars : her 
Teagues {wore him out of his Life, and her Tory 
Lieutenancy and Juftices of Peace took care that 
the Tryal fou’d be manag’d fo as to humour the 
Court, and thu. the poor Whig Naboth fell a Sa- 
crifice to Ai bitrary Power. 

Ob/. That's v.ry true, Reger, but you know 
what came on’t: Lhe Devil made the High-Charch 
Priefis and Prophets the Organs to pronounce his 
Lyes. They perfuaded Abcb that he fhould cer- 
tainly be victoricus, now that he had intirely fub- 
mitted bimfelf to their Condu@ ; for he was half 
a Whig before, and fuffer’d Elijah to do juftice on 
the High-Church Prieits that had deluded the Na- 
tion : but he fell, notwithitanding all their flat- 
tering Aflurances, by the hand of the Syrians at 
Ranioth-Cilead, with whom his Tory Counfellors 
had perfuaded him a little before to make a difho- 
nourable Peace, after he had defeated their haugh- 
ty Ll yrant Sexbadad in feveral great Battels. And 
you know the Tory Fezebel’s Fate, Roger 5 the fell 
by the hands of Juilice, and had lefS warning to 
provide for her Exit than fhe gave to poor Nu- 
both. 

Country. Well, Mafter, I think we have given 
the Examincr very good helps towards his Effay 
onthe Art cf Political Lying, and have told him 
where he may have more if he wants, for the Fa- 
ther of iyes will never baulk thofe who make ap- 
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in Church and State, invited over the Prince of O- 
range, and attended him in his Expedition, till, as 
the Church faysin her Office for the Filth of No- 
vember, he deliver'd us from Popiih Tyranny and 
Arbitrary Power, overcame all Oppofition, and 
became cur King and Governor. Then they fivore 
to him, and the Succeflionas fettled by the bill of 
Rights: They afterwards {wore to the Hanover 
Succeflion, and abjur’d the Pretender 5 which was 
one Side more of a-Contradidtion: And now they 
f-em tobe asready to {wear to the other, by re- 
afferting Unlimited Pafive Obedience and Heredi- 
tary Right. Thefe are Matters of Fa, Roger, 
that cav’t be deny’d 5 fothat the Examiner fhould 
have taken the Beam out of the Eye cf his own 
Party, before he had fpy’d a Mote in that of the 
Whigs. Befides, Roger, I would have him to fhew 
‘if he can where any Whig Preacher or Author has 
reducd the Art of Political Lying and Perjury into 
a Syiiem, as Sir Robert Filmer their High-Church 
Champion has done, in the Paflages we quoted lait 
day from his Patriarch and Power of Kings, and 
as the late Bilhop of Chefter did, in his Sermon at 
Rippox in 1683. where they fay the Prince may 
difannul the Law at pleafure for Caufes known on- 
ly tohimfelf, notwithfanding bis Oaths and that 
Subjects may break thro the Law, to uphold the 
Crown on the right Head that ought to wear it. 
1 ammiftaken if he can find any fach De@rine ad- 
vane'd by Whigs 3 for this teaches People to iye 
and forfwear themfelves by Authority, a piece of 
Morality much fitter for the Jefuits than for tho/e 
who pretend to be of the Church of Eagluad.
